Mr. Smith's statement says in part:
' Lr. Wilson's statement is as 1 ex-
pected It would be. It appears over
his signature, tout the reasoning is not
la miliar. The charges and insinua-
tions suggest a harassed mind. Unin-
fluenced Dr. Wilson would have been
above misrepresentations. He would
have considered it dishonorable to

unwarranted assumptions as
facts to make relections that are ma-
licious.

"P.ut certain ruMic applause has
proveu fatal to calm Judgment. He
lias been swept to the heights with
such suddenness that his judgment
has not accompanied him. He has my
sympathy. I urged him to take a rest
after his hard campaign. I am sure
it would have calmed his nerves and
ripened his Judgment.
